LIEGE  FORT  IS 

MASS  OF  RUINS 


Belgian  Commander  Perishes 
in  Blowing  Up  His  Fortifica- 
tion Rather  Than  Let  It  Fall 
To  Enemy. 


PARIS,  Aug.  23.— The  following  of- 
ficial announcement  was  Issued  tonlsht: 

"A  sreat  battle  Is  now  In  progress 
along  a  vast  line  extending  from  Mons 
to  the  frontier  of  Luxemburg.  Our 
troops,  In  conjunction  with  the  British, 
have  assumed  every^vMere^the  ofCenstve. 
U'e  are  faced  by  almost  the  whole 
derman  army,  both  active  and  reserves. 


Is  thickly  wooded  and  difficult  of  pas- 
.sage.  The  battle  is  likely  to  last  for 
several   days. 

■'The  enormous  strength  of  the  front 
nnd  the  grpat  number-of  forces  iitr«>»vcd 
make  it  1mpos.slble  to  follow  step  by 
sipp  the  movements  of  each  of  our  ar- 
mies. A\'e  await  the  result  of  the  first 
phase  of  the  combat  before  we  can  form 
any  conclusion  a?  to  the  situation. 
(Jtherwise  we  should  be  giving  to  the 
prea.s  divergent-  and  contradictory  news, 
since  such  a  battle  is  naturally  made 
up  of  actlon.s  and  reactions  which  fol- 
low and  connect  In  a  consecutive  man- 
ner.

"The  lon.s  iU  Liege  slill  hold  out. 
The  fort  at  Chatiricfontaine  lias  been 
ihff  scene  of  an  act  of  heroism  which 
affirms  once  more  the  hrlUIant  valor  of 
the  Belgian  army.  The  fort  which 
commaml.H  the  railroad  to  Alx-la-Chap- 
pelle  by  Vervier.s  and  the  .  tunnel  to 
C'hAiidefontaine  was  subjected  to  c*on- 
tlnual  and  e.Ktremely  violent  bombard- 
ment. AV'lten  it  was  reduced  to  a  mere 
heap  of  ruins  and  Major  .Vamejcb.  the 
commanding  officer,  judged,  that  tui'ther 
rtsistaiue  was  impossiW*.  Jwft  blocKed 
up  tho  tunnel  by  running  several  loco- 
motives into  each 'other,  and  set  fire  to 
the  fuses  leading  to  the  mines  aurround- 
Ins'  the  fort.

Terrible  Experiences  of  Refu- 
gees in  the  Napoleonic  Pe- 
riod—An Informative  Arti- 
cle From  Eastern  Journal. 


T"  l)*"  o.rrtnken  by  a  decl«rutlon  of 
war  In  an  enemy's  country  Is  for  a  tour- 
ist 01-  sojourner  extremely  inconvenient, 
and  circumstances  may  be  Imagined  In 
wlilili  the  Inconvenience  may  become 
disaster  or  even  tr«ire<ly,  na.va  Iht-  Mont- 
leal  Star.  When  the  Peace  of  .\mlcns 
opened  to  the  cltUens  of  V'rancc  and 
<ireat  Britain  the  long  closed  avenues  of 
approach  to  Paris  and  L.ondon,  there  was 
a  rush  from  the  Inland  to  tile  Continent 
that  has  never  been  precedented.  i/'or 
nine  years  the  usual  amenities  of  cl»')l- 
Ized  Intercourse  hail  been  at  a  stanil- 
stlll  between  the  two  countries.  I^urin;; 
that  period  Knglishmen  who  had  visited 
France  and  Frenchmen  who  had  visited 
Kngland  were  in  the  nia.lorlty  of  cases 
viitlm-s  of  war's  mlsi'liances.  .\ll  who 
had  crossed  to  Great  BritaUi  or  IreUml 
were  not,  indeed,  prisoners.  There  were 
some  who  were  glad  to  escape  from  thy 
.soil  of  a  Frrtnofi  that  had  become  inhos- 
pitable to  some  of  her  own  children, 
even  at  the  sacrinco  of  all  that  they 
possessed.  Among  these  were  members 
of  the  house  of  Bourbon  and  their 
friends  and  supporters,  mostly  of  the 
noblesse.  More  than  onco  the  refugees 
found  shelter  only  to  be  driven  from  it 
by  timid  hosts.  The  fear  of  offending 
the  leaders  of  the  Kevolutlpn  aometimes 
made  even  sympathetic  magistrates 
cruel  to  the  homeless  wanderers.  Evan 
when  they  foun<l  at  last  a  fairly  stable 
home  in  the  dominions  of  the  British 
King,  their  condition  was  not  always 
happy.  There  were  among  the  refugees 
persons  who,  after  living  In  luxury  all 
their  lives,  were  compelled  to  submit  to 
the  most  humiliating  of  servlcf  In  order 
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ill  12,000  men  in  this  country  will  be 
affected  by  the  Insiructlona  from  Cng- 
land  ruciuirlQs  that  British  reservists 
be  gathered  and  returned  home  for 
aimy  service.

The  blanket  fire  of  the  ma- 
chine gur;  can  be  l<ept  up  while  the 
infantry  is  actually  charging  the  en- 
imy  and  until  within  a  few  hundred

In  such  case,  It.s  artillery  kill.s  ;-..s  many

.meat  yearly  mauoeuvers  that  other- 
wise at  leact  .'"0  ^er  cent  of  Its  own 
men    would   lip   l<lljed   hy   the  cnein>'.

Whenever  abandoned  on  the  field  of 
battle  lis  crew  destroys  It.  so  that  it 
«*in  never  be  used  again.  By  remo^•lng 
a  small  key,  called  the  "clavette," 
made  with  as  many  contortions  as  a 
Tal«  lock  and  key,  the  plec*  is  not  only 
put  out  of  servlc*.  but,  It  la  said,  drops 
apart  in  such  manner  that  its  secret 
cannot  be  solved.  _^_^ 

The  campaign  cannon,  commonly 
called  "La  Rimailhe  166,"  about  twJc- 
«•  l»rgo  as  the  machine  B\in.  works  on 
a  principle  which  la  known  to  hut  f.ew 
men  In  Franco.  Invented  by  an  offl- 
<-«r  named  1^  Rltnallh«,  It  is  said  to 
he  the  most  icrriM*!  cannon  ever  lo- 
v^ed.

— Concessions  on  Chinese 
Coast. 


Should     news  ot  a  series  of     torriflc 
battles      between    German     and    British 
forces   in   the   Far   East  be  received,  as 
is  likely,  the  world  would  be  led  to  read, 
perhaps  with  .surprise,  that  Germany  is 
not     ill-eqtilpped   to   carry     on   a   naval 
campaign    even    at    that    great   distance 
^rom   home.       Germany  .has   many   war- 
*ilps    in    Oriental    waters,    and    she    has 
s«>ured    for      herself    coaling      stations, 
har-vors  of  refuge,  nuval  bases  and  other 
facll»ies  which  ,ln  time  of  war  would  be 
of  gre»t  assistance  to  hor  fleet.      When 
Oermany    bought    the   Ladrone   and    the 
Caroline   Islands      from    Spain      she    ox- 
tended  her  battle  line  and  secured  posi- 
'i'ns    of   strategic   value   in    the   Pacific. 
•*tl  the  time  of  the  purchase  clHef  Inter- 
pst  ^-af,    aroused    bacause    thrwigh    the 
acqul-ement  of  the  islands  Gcrrriany  se- 
cured oossessions  which  form  a  complete 
chain   iround    the    Eastern    holdir.gs    of 
the      Ufited    States,  possessioits     ■\'hich 
constitul,  a  barrier  between  the  Philip- 
pines and  Hawaii. 

Now  the  German  purchase  of  fifteen 
years  ago  ta;tes  on  a  new  significance. 
Prior  to  Spaii'8  transfer  of  the  Caro- 
line and  Ladroje  Islands  to  the  Ger- 
man Governmen'.  Germany  practically 
was  without  any  ■)Iace  of  refuge  for  her 
ships  to  which  sli^  could  lay  the  claim 
of  ownership  for  taousands  of  miles  of 
ocean  expanse.  Kow  everything  is 
changed.  An  analysis  of  the  features 
of  the  comparatively  new  German  pos- 
sessions and  of  those  islands  over  which 
It  ha.s  a  protectorate,  shows  that  Km- 
peror  William  has  many  good  harbor.i, 
scores  of  anchorages,  many  goo<l  places 
to  be  useii  as  base.^  of  suppUe-s  and 
coaling  stations  in  plenty.  The  Ger- 
man ships  of  war  In  tlie  Far  East  Will 
have  plenty  of  places  of  refuge  where 
they  can  coal  and  .secure  needed  equip- 
ment. The  Caroline  and  f.,adrone 
Islands  afford  a  desirable  naval  support 
to  the  German  control  of  KaJo  Cliaii, 
Xew  Guiana  and  tho  .MRrshall  Islands. 
Naval  authorities — and  virtually  every 
writer  on  the  subject  of  the  Germnn  pur- 
chase of  1 868— agree  that  while  com- 
mercially speaking  the  Islands  are  worth 
■  omparutlvely  llttl.i,  iheir  .valu.'  for 
naval  purposes  and  as  an  cnlargenitni 
of  Germany's  sphere  of  .  Infiuenco  and 
slrau-gic  strength  in  the  Pacific  niaKes 
them   worth  all  tljoy  cost. 

JJepoits  havf  come  lecently  of  battles 
in  the  Kast  and  on  tho  Chinese  coast 
where  the  German  concessions  He.  It 
seemingly  has  been  taken  for  Krantrd 
that  If  C'.erman  \en.sels  of  this  vicinity 
were  <lefeated  and  comp'r-lle<I  lo  retreat, 
that  they  would  haxe  no  place  of  refuge. 
Tlieri>  Is  n  dln-ci  ami  compninti vely 
short  sai,llng  route  to  Tanapag  harbor  in 
thp  Ladrone  Islands,  now  a  German  ii  :«- 
session.  Other  harbors  nre  within 
short  steaming  distance.  Germanj'  has 
been  acllve  In  the  work  c.f  development 
of  this  harbor  ever  since  lh.«  purcliase 
of  the  Islands  of  Spain.  The  natives  ol' 
the  German  po.^se.sslnns  in'\\(-\-f  C!  ^r- 
niany  is  tln>  gieatest  J'owwr  on  eaitli, 
greater  Ihan  all  Ihe  other  Powers  put 
togf'lher,  and  the  reason  for  this  helh'f 
is  a  curUuis  one.  Ms  existence  u 
vouched  for  hy  naval  officers  and  by 
laymen  Iravellers  who  ha\t'  st.^rip'd  at 
the  Islands.

to  keep  themselves  alive.  But  these 
were  at  least  tret,  tl'hat  they  endured 
was  tolerable  compared  with  the  suffer- 
ings of  tho  prisoners  of  war.  Of  thoiie 
^here  were  more  than  H.OOO  when  peace 
was  declared.  The  British  Governmijnt 
was,  it  would  .seem,  ready  enough  to 
part  with  them,  as  the  expense  of  their 
keep,  however  modest  their  fare,  was 
considerable.  The  preliminaries  havln.g 
been  signed  on  the' l«t: of  October,  1801, 
three  weeks  later,  an  English  vessel,  for 
tho  first  time  in  nine  years,  arrived  at 
Boulogne.  It  brought  1^0  of  the  more 
Important  of  the  captives.  Weary  of 
the  long  war,  tlie  pr-ople  of  both  coun- 
tries expressed  satisfaction  at  the  r> 
turn  of  peace.  The  carriage  of  it.  Ott.J, 
Napoleon's  envoy,  was  taken  hold  of  by 
the  London  multitude  and  drawn  in 
triumph  through  the  streets.  On  iho 
l.st  of  November,  l.,ord  CornwalUs,  ac- 
companied by  his  son  (Lord  Brome)  and 
ills  suite,  .set  out  for  Paris.  .\mlen.s, 
in  Plcardy,  had  been  chosen  for  tl.e 
negotiations,  but  the  First  Consul 
had  Invited  Lord  Cornwallis  to  go 
round  by  the  capital,  sp  that  he  might 
be  able  to  inform  his  Government  hov,- 
firmly  the  sway  of  the  Consulate  wa.s 
established.  Since  17fl3  the  road  from 
Calais  to  Paris  had  been  well  nish  de- 
-strtcd,  but  the  French  authorities  or- 
dered repairs  to  bo  made  with  all  dis- 
patch, and  before  long  the  road  was 
dotted  with  mail  coaches  ant^  post 
chalHes.  On  November  16,  the 
Urltlsh  Knvoy  gave  a  dinner  In  honor 
of  Lord  Mlnto,  who  was  on  his  way 
home  from  India.  This  was  the 
grandfather  of  our  former  Governor- 
General,  %vho  within  the  century  bAcaino 
one  of  the  first  Lord  Minto's  successors 
in  the  Indian  Vlccroyalty.  On  tlje  28th, 
<-orr.wallls  left  for  Anilon.s.  Tho  rcpre- 
.sfntatlves  of  the  Powers  seemed  to  vie 
with  each  other  in  the  richness  of  their 
entertalnntent.s,  but  the  Batnvlan  pleni- 
potentiary, Schimmclpennlnck,  outdid  all 
competition.

ready  to  leave  Paris  toward.s  the  mid- 
dle of  May.

A  Survey  of  the  Effect  Upon 
the  IVlarkets  of  the  World 
of  International  Warfare  in 
Europe, 


When  the  Balkan  war  broke  out  In 
1912  It  was  a  severe  blow  to  the  mar- 
ket in  $600,000,000  worth  of  govern- 
ment securities,  says  the  Monetary 
TUne«s.  That  wa.s  the  total  amount 
then  on  the  market  of  the  loans  of  the 
five  Balkan  powers.  Those  figures  give 
an  idea  of  the  enormous  volume  of 
securities  which  will  be  affected  by  the 
present  struggle, 

•M.  K.  Terry,  a  well-known  French 
economist,  estimates  that  Europe  pos- 
sc.«(se8  about  $IoO,000,000,000  nominal 
capital  In  publlo  securities,  represent- 
ing togother  tho  producing  plant,  the 
working  capital  of  trade,  commerce,  and 
agriculture,  reserves  for  the  future,  etc. 
These  securities  increase  annually  by 
four  or  five  thousand  millions;  and 
from  the  ease  with  which  they  can  be 
converted  Into  money,  they  clrcuJaio 
from  hand  to  hand  Juat  like  coinage. 
The  «amc  thing  applies  to  bank  notes, 
cheques,  and  bills  of  exchange.  In 
ordinary  times,  he  says,  th^^  organiza- 
tion works  well,  but  calamity  was  pre- 
dicted by  him  in  case  of  a  general 
European    war. 

Since  that  prediction  we  have  .reen, 
during  the  past  few  weeks,  the  actual 
effect  upon  the  securities  of  the  world 
of  international  warfare  In  Kurope.  Km- 
phasls  IS  usually  placed  upon  the  ag- 
gregate securities  dealt  in  on  the  world's 
stock  exchange.  That  there  is  great 
wealth  behind  these  securities  must  not 
be  overlooked.  That  wealth  is  always 
ready  to  support  them.  Not  long  ago 
it  wa.s  thought  it  would  be  powerful 
enough  and  willing  to  prevent  war,  but 
In  1914  only  He  willingness  is  in  «yi* 
dence.  "  '  1  !i.  '  . 

In  Mr.  Terry's  estimate,  it  is  not  clear 
If  the  term  "Kurope"  includes  the 
United  States  or  not;  hut,  Judging  from 
the  solidarity  of  all  commercial  hourse.s. 
It  i.s  a  fair  presumption  that  it  does. 
Therefore,  these  1150,000,000,000  .sub- 
stantially incaeuros  the  "securities"  of 
the  commercial  worM,  What  lies  be- 
hind them  Is  shown  In  the  Wall  Street 
Journal'.s  estimate  of  the  wealth  of  tho 
commereinl   world;

Tills  seemed  to  be  a  fine  point  of  inter- 
nallonai  relations  whieh  had  not  been  con- 
sidered, nor  even  the  point  that  German 
firms  wore  probably  owlnij  money  in  Can- 
ada for  supplies,  which  might  also  be  con- 
fiscated under  the  declaration   of  war.

Con- 
f ittgraUons  -that  ,  have  wiped  out  nations, 
changed  world  maps,  deposed  raonarchB, 
created  new  dyuastles,  and  glutted  the 
earth  With  fire  and  blood  have  beei>  start- 
ed by  trivial  Incidents,  infinitesimal  when 
compared  with  {he  events  that  resulted 
rrom  them. 
'  •  A;  man  and  his  wife  were  murdered  In 
the  streets  of  an  Austrian  city  a  Httlc 
over  a  month  ago.  He  was  a  prince,  born 
to  the  purple,  heir  to  a  kingdom.  But  ho 
was  a  man.  a  human  being,  an  atom  In 
this  universe  of  ours.  Now  there  rages 
over  ISuvope  the  greatest  struggle  the 
world  has  over  known.

With  this  knowledge,  our 
"I'.jectlve  In  the  attack  wa.s  to  <^axise 
ihc-m  to  fall  hack,  we  obtaining  control 
i>r  bridges  on  the  Uhine  to  enable  us  to 
repulse  a  counter-attack,  If  It  should 
come   on   the   rlyht  lianU. 

The  Gtrniana  1n.stalled  artillery  and 
earthworks.  The  attach;  was  brilliant 
'Mid  forceful,  and.  as  thi,  Germans  were 
strongly  fortified,  our  success  was  alflo 
jit  valorous  deed.  The  enemy  suffered 
tiieavy  loases.  but  aa  night  was  ap- 
proachlns,  our  cavalry  was  forced  to 
abandon  active  pursuit. 

As  the  enemy's  retreat  had  not  been 
cut  off  they  made  good  their  escape, 
nldtng  in  a  forest  over  a  space  eighteen 
miles  in  extent.  Our  troops  entered 
Muelhausen  as  night  was  falling,  to 
the  acclamation  of  the  people,  who  roy- 
ally fet^d  our  soldiers.  Muelhausen  wao 
difficult!  to  defend  against  a.  force  com- 


— ing  fi-offi  the  north  6t  ^jftSt,  anfl  -vftLV. 
relatively,  easy  to  retake. 

The  Germans  attacked  our  position 
tliat  same  nlsht,  coining  from  the  tor- 

est  on  the  right,  and  JJeu  Brlesach,  on 

the  left,  while  other  troops  marched  In 
the  direction  of  Cernay  to  cut  off  our 
retreat  from  there.  Cernay  Is  on  the 
Thur  River,  southeast  of  Thann.  By 
«tcying  in  Muelhausen  with  a  compara- 
tively weak  force,  we  risked  losing  our 
line  of  retreat  to  the  heights  of  the 
A  osgea.  Therefore,  It  was  thought 
possible  to  attack  the  enemy  marching 
towards  Cernay  and  utllir-e  our  reserves 
•when  a  rally  was  necessarj'.  Our  left 
>sas  being  attacked  toward  Cernay  by  a 
superior  force.  Our  centre  was  en- 
gaged at  Muelhausen  and  our  right  was 
torced  to  remain  Inactive.  Thn  battle 
wa.s  going  against  us.  Therefore,  re- 
treat was  the  only  solution,  as  the 
enemy  was  not  prepared  to  give  up  the 
lulghts  of  ALsace  without  a  strugglo 
and  had  brought  up  a  large,  force  for 
its   defence.  '-vr-  '■' 

Our  object  was  to  take  up  a  new  baso 
in  the  shelter  of  Belfort  The  enemy 
suffered  .severely  from  our  artillery, 
rhelr  howitzer  battery  caused  ua  much 
tiouble.  Accordingly.  General  Tau  de- 
termined to»»glve  battle  while  the  enemy 
sremed  inclined,  rather  than  to  continue 
the    skirmishing. 

Thu  battle  front  was  less  extended 
than  on  the  previous  week.  The  Ger- 
man line  of  retreat  lay  by  the  canal 
leading  up  to  the  Rhine.  When  the  at- 
tiick  commenced,  Thann  and  Dannc- 
marle  were  the  objective  points.  The 
fight  was  sharp  and  decLsivc,  and  the 
<.;ermans  were  driven  out.  They  set 
lire  to  the  greater  part  of  the  towns 
before  leaving. 

General  Pau  next .  gave  an  order  to 
;itt.ick  In  the  UirccUon  of  Muelhausen. 
.\t  the  same  time  our  left  began  an  at- 
tack in  the  direction  of  Colniar  and  Neu 
'  Mriesach,  and  our  right  began  its  march 
t,.  Altklrch.  Our  left  and  right  also 
menaced  the  lino  of  the  German  retreat 
IK  lore  Muelhausen.  Four  German  bat- 
teries were  abandoned,  and  our  men, 
limbering  up  the  enemy's  guns,  cap- 
ti.red    twenty-four    of    them. 

The  struggle  continued  desperately, 
l.iit  already  the  enemy  hij.l  found  our 
iroopH  steadily  gaining  ground,  and.  ap- 
parently, fearing  that  the  bridges  over 
I  he  Rhine  would  be  destroyed,  retired 
In  great  dison-ler,  vigorously  pursued 
bv  our  men.  We  now  hold  the  sides 
anr:  the  main  valleys  of  the  Vosges,  and 
{■re  In  the  best  position  to  follow  up  our 
success    in    the    direction    of    Colmar.

One  Steamer  Drowned. 


LONDON.  Aug.  23.— The  official  news 
bureau  announces —that  two  steamers, 
the  Danish  steamer  Maryland,  from 
Copenhagen,  and  the  Danish  steamship 
lirobcrg,  have  struck  mines  in  the 
North  Sea.  and  foundered.  They  were 
ot.  the  main  trade  route,  thirty-five 
miles  from  shore.  The  Maryland  struck 
a  mine  on  Friday  night.  The  crew  of 
the  Broberg,  seeing  the  accident,  pro- 
ceeded to  the  rescue  In  launches,  bu: 
failed  to  save  tlie  crew.  On  resuming 
search  on  Saturday  morning,  the  Bro- 
berg also  struck  a  mine  and  foundered, 
but  her  crew  was  rescued  and  brought 
to   Lowestoft,    England. 

The  British  official  news  bureau 
makes  the  following  announcement: 
"The  Admiralty  draws  attention  to  its 
provoua  warning  to  neutrals  of  tliu 
danger  of  traversing  the  North  Sea, 
The  Germans  are  continuing  their  prac- 
tfce  of  scattering  minos  indlscriniln- 
ai'ely  upon  ordinary   trade  routes. 

"Thr.'^e  mines  do  not  conform  to  the 
conditions  of  The  Hague  convention. 
They  do  not  become  harmless  after  a 
certain  number  of  hours.  They  are  not 
laid  with  a  definite  military  scheme, 
such  as  the  closing  of  a  military  port, 
oi  as  a  distinct  operation  against  a 
fighting  fleet,  but  appear  to  be  scat- 
tered on  the  chance  of  catching  Indi- 
vi<lual   British   war  or  merchant  vessels. 

"In  consequence  of  this  policy  neutral 
sliips,  whatever  their  destination,  are 
exposed  to  the  gravest  danger.  Two 
Danish  vessels,  the  steamer  Maryland 
and  the  steamer  Broberg,  have,  within 
the  last  twenty-four  hours,  been  de- 
stroyed by  these  deadly  engines  In  the 
North  Sea,  while  traveling, on  the  or- 
dinary trade  routes  and  a  considerable 
distance  from    the  British  coast. 

"In  addition  to  this,  it  Is  reported 
that  two  Dutch  steamers,  clearing  from 
Hwedlsh  ports,  were  yesterday  blown  up 
by  German  mines  In  the  Gulf  of  Fin- 
land. 

"In  the  circumstances,  the  Admlraltv 
desires  to  impress  not  only  on  British 
but  on  neutral  shipping  also,  the  vital 
importance  of  touching  at  British  porta 
beforeireaninK- the-  North  Sea.  to  ascer- 
tain, according  to  the  latest  Informa- 
tion, the  routes  and  channels  which  the 
Admiralty  is  keeping  swept,  and  along 
wlilch  these  dangers  to  neutrals  and 
merchantmen t  are  being  removed  as  far 
ay   possible. 

"The  Admiralty,  while  reserving  to 
itself  liberty  of  action  against  this  new 
form  of  warfare,  announces  that  it  has 
not  so  far  laid  any  mine's  during  the 
present  war,  and  is  endeavoring  to  keep 
the  sea  routes  open  for  peaceful  com- 
merce."

Tne  extraordinary  <1cfmco  put  up  by 
the  Belgians  on  the  Meuse  may  entirely 
change  the  original,  Intent  of  a  German 
invasion  of  'France, 

In  the  defence  of  the  Meuse  the 
Uclgluns  have  'been  signally  aided  by 
armored  cupulas.  As  a  rule  these  cu- 
rclas  mount  4.7-lnch  Cookertll  rifles. 
In  the  smalle^it-Blzcd  cupulxs  3-Incb 
suns  are  placed. 

The  4.7-Jnch  rifles  have  a  range  of 
five  miles.  They  fire  from  18  to  22 
shots  a  minute. 

Every  bridge  act^ss  the  Meuse  and 
eve;-y  roadway  is  defendea  by  such  cu- 
polas. 

Not  more  than  ten  men  are  necessary 
to  operate  the  heaviest  cupolas.  For 
the  smallest  the  crew  la  not  more  than 

SIX. 

The  cupolas  are  plaeofl  so  as  to  af- 
ford a  croBs-f ire^  The  prisitlona  are  de- 
-fendea  In  the  rear^y  lines  of  Infantry 
sheltered   In  ahrapnel-proof  t/enches. 

The  cupolas  seldom  sho,w  more  than 
lour  feet  above  the  ground.  They  are 
painted  to  resemble  the  trees,  ground  or 
recks. 

The  mechanism  permits  the  ciii'ui;i.s 
to  be  revolvoil  through  an  entire  circle 
oC  .160  degrees.

PA.N'AMA,  Aug.  22.— During  the  first 
week  of  liusiness  the  Panama  canal 
earned  approximately  lUS.OOO,  not  In- 
cluding the  amount  collected  for  barge 
service  and  payments  made  in  advance 
for  ship*  en  their  way  to  use  the  Canal.
